Official Documents On Far 
Fastern Incident Expected 
Today Or Tuesday

WASHINGTON, (lP—Administration 
Officials today expected major develop- 
ments in the far eastern crisis within 
the next 24 hours. 


After several days of comparative in- 
activity in connection with the tense 
Situation resulting from the bombing 
and sinking of the U. S. gunboat Pa- 
nay by Japanese airplanes, it was be- 
lieved that today and tomorrow would 
produce developments including: 

1. A complete, official report from 
the American government representa- 
tive in Shanghai of the incident. 

2. Definite word from Tokyo as to 
whether the Japanese government 
plans to answer the American protests 
and American demands for adequate 
guarantees against a repetition of such 
incidents. 

Admiral Harry E. Yarnall, com- 

_Mander-in-chief of the U. S. Asiatic 
fleet, has held a formal court of in- 
quiry. The report of that court of in- 
quiry should reach Washington to- 
day or tomorrow

WASHINGTON, (lP—A liberal coale - 
ition representing the church, educa= 
tion and the general public emerged 
today under the leadership of William 
Allen White in a movement to protest 
guarantees that labor: may bargain col- 
lectively and freely organize into un= 
ions. 

White, famous Kansas City editor, is 
temporary chairman of the policy board 
of an organization called the “Ameri- 
can association for economic freedom.” 
His vice-chairman is W. Jett Lauck, 
chief economist for John lL. Lewis? 
United Mine Workers and advisor to 
the Committee for Industrial Organ- 
ization. 

Appearance of White in the leader- 
ship of a movement opposed to “vigil- 
ante” groups and “citizens committees” 
which have been fighting CIO organ- 
izating activities gave the coalition 
a possible political significance.

LUDENDORFF, GERMAN 
WORLD WAR GENERAL, 
DIED MONDAY 


MUNICH, (lP) — Gen. Erich Luden- 
dorff, one of Germany’s most brilliant 
soldiers in the World War and an 
anti-Christian, anti-Jewish leader af- 
ter it, died today. He was 72. 

Regarded by many as Germany’s 
master mind in the war, credited with 
successes that made the late Marshall 
Paul Von Hindenburg and others great 
world figures, he became after the war 
an embittered man. 

-Ludendorff’s post-war activities in- 
cluded campaigns in favor of his Neo- 
pagan sect and against Christianity 
and Jews, and participation in the 
Kapp putsch and Adolph Hitler’s beer 
cellar putsch. 

He died in a Catholic hospital at- 
tended by Catholic nuns. 

Fuehrer Adolph Hitler was expected 
to offer a state funeral. Friends, how- 
ever, predicted that his body would be 
removed to his home at Tutzing, out- 
side Munich, and buried privately.

Many times he had to borrow trans- 
portation money to take him and his 
newspaper clippings home. ., 

Once, when he was Dav-s cup cap- 
tain, and there was no player-writer 
rule, he had a chance to write three 
articles and make $300. It looked like a 
fortune to the California kid. But the 
officials, most of them millionaires, 
convinced him that it would not be 
showing true amateur spirit to write 
the stories and accept this money. So 
he turned it down, and as a magnifi- 
cent gesture of appreciation these mil- 
lionaire lawn tennis officials, through 
whose veins poured pure amateurism, 
got together and between them raised 
$100, which they presented him when 
he returned to this country. 

His boyish faith in them only cost 
him $200. 

Then one year he quit amateur ten- 
nis. He went into business. 

The amateur officials, who only six 
months before, had sought his com- 
pany, said: 

“Isn’t it a shame how Maurie’s game 
has gone all to pieces? All burned 
out, I guess.”’ 

Then they turned and adopted “Lit- 
tle Bill” Johnston, who played so hard 
for them he broke down his health 
completely. 

Today, in my home, Maurice Mc- 
Laughlin, with no trace of bitterness in 
his voice, told me why he quit. 

“I wasn’t burned out,” he said. “Asa 
matter of fact, I hadn’t reached my 
peak.
